| THROUGH FLAMES, 
| Many Girls Jump From a Burn- 
tae ing Factory’s Top Story. 


The Knitting Mall and the Roman 


Catholic Church Burned Down- 


the Factory’s Upper Story. 
Strathroy, Aug. 2.—The Strathroy 
Knitting Cowpany’s factory boiler house 
} and storehouse, together with the Roman 
; Catholic chureh, which stood across the 
; way, were bnrned tothe ground this 
fafternoon. Through this calamity the 
i town loses its best friend, forthe com- 
| pany, Was in the habit of paying upwards 
| of $1,500 a fortnight in wages, and it is 
| safe to say that two-thirds of it went into 
the pockets of the Strathroy merchants. 

The company’s loss is considerable, the 
damage amounting to £125,000 and the 
insurance to little more than $65,000, 
Two hundred persons have lost their 
means of livelhood and several poor 
zirls, who were injured while trying to 
escape from the burning building, lie at 
death's door. . 

The factory was a large four-story 
struture, about 200 feet long, and em- 
ploying betwee 200 and 250 hands. The 
fire started inthe picker, a rapidly re- 
volving steel pointed cylinder, and 
spread through the inflamable material 
by which it was surrounded, with such 
rapidity that within fiifteen minutes of 
the first alarm dense volumes of smoke 
were issuing from everyone of the many 
oven windows. These open windows 
were somany exhausts that fanned the 
flames into fury and rendered the fire ap- 
pliances in the building powerless. 

The picker was situated in the lower 
west floor and the ascending smoke car- 
ried a panic into the upper storeys, 
where most of the female help was em- 
ployed. Many of the girls imagined that 
escape was cut off and made for the win- 
dows of the mansard roof. At the end 
of the building, immediately above the 
storeroom, appeared a number of terri- 
tied faces at the windows, and before the 
arrival of ladders the poor girls, becom- 
ing desperate, one after aiother smashed 

windows aud endeavored to jump 
upon the roof of the storeroom. Nearly 
all succeeled except Maggie Head, whe 
dropped in the alleyway between the two 
buildings the main portion and the store- 
roun, bruising herself badly and break- 
ing herleg.

The military wete call-d out and tried to 
drive back the mob with fixed bayonets. 
The mob fought back with pistols and 
stones, and five solliers were killed. The 

; soldiers then fired a volley, killing sixty 
and wounding one bundred or more. 
About fifteen of the rioteers have since 
| died of the bayonet wounds. The city is

In a maudlin way they began 
talking about their ages, and when Chap- 
man said he was over 50 the other man 
said he did not believe him. They «ere 

) at this time in front of the hotel on the 
read, and began to argue with each other, 
holling on and swaying together as 
Crunken mea do. By and bye they got 
down on the ground and began rolling 
over each other, still, as one of the spee- 

_tators naively put ir, ‘“‘quite good 
nvturedly.” The wife of Parkinson 
| wished to get him home, and Mr. Skar- 

_don came ont to part them. 
Chapman up, but the latter began to kick 
at him and pulled away the arm by which 
Skardon held him. So suddenly did he 
do this that he fell heavily to the ground 
and his head struck against a stone. He 
never spoke again and died without re- 
gaining consciousness. 

THE HOTELKEEPER 'S STORY. 

To a Globe reporter last night Mr 
Skardon made the following statement :— 
“Chapman was notorious all over the dis- 
trict as a worthiess character. He was a 
good farm laborer, but after working 

three days he would drink foar, On the 
night in question I parted the men, be- 
esuse Parkinson's wife asked me. After 
Chapmen fell we took him into the stable, 
where he had often laid before, as I 
thought it was an ordinary drunken 
stupor that had overcome him. In the 
morning the hostler told me when I came 
down that he had never moved and lay 

just as we placed him. I found on his 
person a whiskey bottle with liquor that 

he did net get at my place im it, and J 

think he drank some after he was left io 
the stable Friday night. When we found 
that he was ill we moved hia ups’ tirs 
and took cave of him till he died on Mon- 
layeveoing «oat od o'clock. J vot au 
th ity from the reeve of the townshipte 
arrange ior the funeral and he was buried 
yester tay afternoon, Ele hal always bed 
ahard life, sleepins op the row, behind 
afenceor anywhere.

Afcerthe accident, that is on 
‘Saturday and Sunday, when it was dis- 
covered that Chapman was unconscious,

be done. Dr. J.S. King, of Toronto,

nothing could be done to save the man’s 
life. 

Mr. Isaac Chapman, the uncle of the 
victim and an influential resident of the 
Village, stated his opinion that there was 
no foul play and that even if his nephew 
had been injured ina scuffle it was with- 
out malice. The only mark indicative of 
violence was a black eye and a slight 
abrasion of the back of the skull. Al 
the villagers spoken to say that Chapman 
was crazy with drink. It is this feature 
of the case that has prompted the 

The law officers 
say that hotelkeepers#who supply drink 
to men who are already incapable must

YACHTING IN AMERICA. 


The Extent and Oost of Boating 
for Pleasure. 


Hundreds of Organised Clubs and Thou- 
sands of Recorded Yachts Repre- 
senting an Invested Capital 
ef Millions of Dollars. 


Each advancing year makes more ap- 
parent the universality of a taste for 
aquatic sports among the American 
people. Yachting has ever been a grow- 
ing pastime by the waters of the North 
| Atlantic coast. We now find white 

sails in the least-expected places; yachts 

and yachters where but a few years ago 
the only sailors were the timid wild 
duck and the solemn mudhen; boata up- 
on waters that have scarcely ceased to 
ripple from the agitation of their first 
invasion by a launched vessel; butterfly 
canoes scudding over rivers that not e 
decade since knew no alien thing save 
the Indian's dug-out; lakes upon which 
float shapely vessels of pattern so mod- 
ern that they almost seem uncouth in 
their intrusion upon nature's primeval 
landscape; sloops and cutters, schoon- 
ers and cat-boats, every kind of sailing 
craft, in short, that ean be made to ca- 
ter to the yachter’s insatiate desire for 
sport. In yachting the United States 
takes first rank; her yachta and yacht- 
ers outnumber and outsail those of all 

, other countries. Few among the “‘land- 

lubbers” of the country, and not many 

| yachters, realize the magnitude of this 
national pastime. The Queen’s Cup 
races gave the sport a publicity which 
it never had before, but even these 
events did not bring to general public 
notice an adequate conception of the ex- 
tent of this interest. 

It is safe to estimate, writes F. W. 
Pangborn in Century, that there is at 
least one yacht to every ten thousand 
people in the land, and that an average 
yacht will carry at least ten persons. 

This means that there are at least six 
| thousand yacht owners in the country, 
land that sixty thousand people may 
participate in pleasure-sailing; a large 
nutnber, surely, to be devoted toa sport 
| which is necessarily coi.tined to locali- 
ties near the water, and which is an ex- 
pensive pastime. The public hears 
jmuch of vessels of the Volunteer and 
Grayling types, champions of the “big- 
boat” classes, but the real yachters of 
the land are the owners of small boats; 
in fact, the big-boat owner generally 
keeps a small yacht in which to enjoy 
himself when he feels like being master 
of his own craft. A few statistics will 
render this quite plain. 

Figures that are somewhat incom- 
plete show that there are over 200 or- 
ganized yachtclubs in the United 
States, which enroll nearly 4,000 yachts. 
Of these, less than one-thirteenth are 
steam vessels, launches, etc., and not 
sailing-boats at all. One-eleventh are 
classed as large yachts, including many 
steam and sail vessels, big schooners and 
sloops, all of more than forty feet wa- 
ter-line measurement. That is to say, 
of 4,000 recorded yachts, five-sixths are 
sailing vessels under 40 feet. This 

| Shows conclusively that the majority of 
| American yachts are small boats that 
are managed by theirowners. It is safe 


i TT | 
ED 


to assert that there are at least 2,000 
more small yachts which are not en- 
tered in clubs, and of which no exact 
record can be given. 

The 200 clubs report a membership of 
over 7,000 men, 4,000 of whom are yacht- 
owners. Leaving out one-sixth of them 
as owners of large and very costly ves- 
sels ranging in value from 85,000 to 
perhaps @560,000 each, and assuming 
the average cost of the small yachts to 
be about @1,000, which isa low figure, 
one finds that five-sixths of these 4,000 
yachts represent an invested capital of 
over 3,500,000; a large sum when it is 
remembered that yachts never pay 
back anything in profit te their buyers, 
and that, like horses and carriages, 
they, eat up a good deal of money all 
the time. The average dues, ete., of a 
yacht club are about @25 a year, not 
counting extras. This, paid in by 7,000 
members of clubs, shows a revenue of 
#175,000 per annum, which really repre- 
sents no part of the great cost of yacht- 
ing, for ‘every yacht-owner has to pay 
his own expenses, and the club dues 
are spent on shore. ta very low esti- 
mate the owner of asmall yacht will 
spend #0 a month during the season of

A HAPPY CONTINGENCY. 


An experiment is now being made in | 
St. Etienne, France, which, if it 1s suc- | 
cessful, may be the beginning of a new 
social “revolution by due course of law; 
and the present prospect for its success 
is good. | 
. Social students have often discussed | 
the gradual revolution brought about by | 
the invention of the steam engine, @ rev- | 
olution productive of much good, yet not 
without attendant drawbacks. One of its | 
main features, and an undesirable one, | 
was the gathering density of population | 
in cities, which was involved in the fac- | 
tory system. Previously industries had 
been carried on largely by independent 
workers who had perhaps a few appren- 
tices, and who were toa very great ex- 
tent scatterei through the country. The 
introduction of the steam engine created 
the factory system; tne independent 
workers on a small scale could not com- 
pete with the great factories and were 
obliged to come to the citi s and find em- 

oyment in the manufactories there. The 

ow of population into cities, the result- 
and overcroeding and other evile, and 
the often unhealthy character of the fac- 
sory work itself have often been dilated 
apon. Bitter complaints also have been 
made, by those who care for such things, 
over the ruin of natural beauty which is 
haps most dismally exemplified in the 
Black Country. 

Now there is a hope of remedying 
much of that while retaining the benefits 
the steam engine has bestowed. At St. 
Etienne, France, there are 18,000 hand 
looms for silk weaving which are worked 
in the homes of the weavers. They were 
threatened with disaster through compet- 
ition; and the city corporation, to avert 
the danger, recently made a contract 
with an electric company to carry power 
for the operation of these looms into 
every house for two years. At the end 
of that time the efficiency and economy 
of the service will have been given a fair 
trial. Should it be successful we shall 
probably see certain lines of work now 
done in factories carried on at home in 
suburban villages. Electricity, as fur- 
ther discoveries are made which lessen 
its cost, may be expected to supercede 
steam in other ways also. At Buffalo, 
N.Y., an enterprise, suggested long ago, 
is now on foot, the idea being to convey 
electricity to that city from Niagara 
Falls, where the plant would be run by 
water power. If water power turned 
into electric power can be supplied more 
chea; ly than steam power, there may be 
some hope for the Black Country yet.
